WANT LEADING ROLE 

“Every right-minded person,” the 


editorial says, “understands tha one 
of the leading roles in the organiza- 
tion of post-war Europe, and of the 
world, will belong to the USSR 
the largest continental power, which 
in the course of war has displayed 
its state and military might 
“Anti-democratic and semi 
Fascist elements, however, are 
striving to prevent the participa- 
tion of the U.S.S.R. in the organ- 
ization of the post-war world, set- 
ting up the most fantastic plans 
in this direction, plans obviously 
hostile to the Soviet Union. 
“There are quite a few 
plans, starting with the plan for the 
creation of a United States 
Europe, Pan-Europe, and ending 
with the plan for creating a Europe 
divided into various federations 
confederations and regional blocs 
of states.” 


CONDEMNS FEDERATION 

The editorial condemns particu 
larly the proposed establishment of 
an east European federation, to 
include Poland and other eastern 
countries and involving an aggre 
gate population of nearly 125,000 
000. 

This plan in particular, it says 
is being propagated “by Polish and 
other enemies” of the Soviet Union 
ostensibly as a safeguard against 
future German aggression but also 
and “hy no means least of all, lev- 
elled against the Soviet Union.’

Mr. Hull, highly respects for his 
achievements and his sincerity nas beer 
widely blamed in the United States for his 
apparent adherence to the f ap 
peasement.

Retaliatory Raids 


The president of the Dominion Asso 
ciation of Fire Chiefs warns the Canadian 
people that there is a grave danger of re- 
taliatory air raids on this country in re- 
turn for the terrific pounding Germany 
and Italy are getting. 

This warning is timely 

The new turns in the course of the war 
and the new optimism are very likely to 
make us discount a good many dangerous 
possibilities, Potential air raids on Cana- 
dian cities are one of those possibilities 

Retaliatory raids, to a large extent 
would be suicide raids, But all the mem- 
bers of the Axis are now worked up to a 
vicious pitch of desperation in which such 
foolhardy things are done. 

If we take that fact into account, it is 
also well to remember that no Canadian 
city is beyond the reach of long range 
bombers which do not care very much 
whether they get back to their bases or 
not. 

The conclusion is, of course, that vigi- 
lance should never be relaxed and that 
ARP work should be continued with maxi- 
mum zeal
